Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed July 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues the combination of Simonin and Wilkins suggests "the insertion 
of local information at an egress node and the insertion of demographic associated 
information at a head end. This is inapposite to the present invention which requires the 
insertion of demographic associated information at an egress node" (Page 10). Simonin 
teaches inserting ads or local information at a remote headend/egress node. Wilkins is 
relied upon merely to teach the well known generalized concept of the analysis of 
demographic information in order to guarantee a well-defined audience to the 
advertisers. Consequently, the combination of Simonin and Wilkins meet the recited 
limitation as set forth in the Final Office Action mailed May 6, 2005. See attached paper
